AREA,  1953 


Ambulance  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Nursing 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  this  : the  Home  Helps  are  engaged 
on  an  hourly  basis  and  are  available  for  maternity  cases  and  cases 
of  illness. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  continued  weekly,  Ante  and  Post-Natal 
Clinics  are  now  held  on  alternate  weeks.  The  help  of  the  ladies  on 
the  voluntary  committee  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  again 
gratefully  acknowledged. 

Day  Nursery 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Authority, 
Accrington.  The  nursery  was  opened  on  the  gth  February,  1953,  and 
is  capable  of  providing  all  necessary  facilities  and  accommodation 
for  50  children.  The  staff  consists  of  i Matron  and  10  Assistants 
and  charges  are  made  according  to  the  financial  circumstances  of 
parents  seeking  admission  for  their  children,  the  maximum  being 
5/-  per  day,  per  child,  with  a proviso  that  any  second  child,  etc., 
is  only  charged  at  the  rate  of  2/9  per  day. 

School  Medical  Inspection 

'Ihe  school  medical  ser\ice  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 
Medical  Inspection  was  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
County  Council. 

The  School  Clinics  continued  as  usual  at  Rishton  comprising 
Minor  Ailments,  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic  and  Dental  Clinics. 

IrTimunisation  Clinics  were  held  regularly  at  the  Welfare  Centre. 

Hospitals 

No  Hos})itals  or  Registered  Nursing  Homes  existed  within  the 
Urban  District. 

Health  Education 

The  services  outlined  above  are  available  to  all  and  are, 
generally  speaking,  well  used.  Efforts  are  made  to  secure  a wider 
use  of  the  Health  Services  by  the  personal  recommendation  of  the 
Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitors,  School  Teachers  and  others. 
Posters  are  exhibited  at  th.e  Town  llall,  Welfare  Centre,  Clinics,  and 
in  the  Schools. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  Accrington  District  Water  Board  undertake  this 
service  and  make  the  necessary  tests  of  the  quality  of  the  water. 
The  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient  as  every  house  is  served, 
no  extension  of  piped  supplies  has  been  required.  The  conversion, 
as  time  goes  on,  of  waste  water  to  fresh  water  closets  will,  however, 
increase  the  water  needs  of  the  district. 

Drainage  and  Sewage 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Clayton-le-Moors  and  Great 
Harwood  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  and  extends  to  all  premises  save  a 
few  isolated  farms.  Periodical  testing  and  flushing  was  carried  out. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Local  Authority. 

Further  details  regarding  Sanitary  circumstances.  Housing  and 
Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food,  are  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.

The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  the  area  was  administered  by  thg 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  County  Council  in  association,  and 
one  of  their  principal  dispensaries  is  only  a few  yards  outside  the 
boundary  of  the  Urban  District. 


This  Dispensary  is  regularly  open,  with  a full  clerical  and 
health  visiting  staff.  One  consultant  and  one  other  Tuberculosis 
Officer  attend  several  times  a week  to  see  patients  recommended  for 
consultation  by  local  practitioners,  or  cases  found  by  the  Medical 
Officers  in  course  of  routine  work  in  schools,  ante-natal  or  welfare 
clinics.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  service  is  now  being  operated  by  the  new  Karrier  Bantam 
Refuse  Wagon  which  has  a slightly  hrger  capacity  than  the  old 
one,  and  with  the  extra  labour  which  has  been  provided  it  is  hoped 
that  the  Health  Department  will  be  able  to  carry  out  a weekly 
collection  service,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that,  with  the 
addition  of  new  property  and  the  amount  of  bulk  trade  refuse 
which  accrues  in  the  local  shops,  the  ser^’ice  must  necessarily  at 
times  slow  down  collections. 

On  the  question  of  salvage,  a severe  slump  was  experienced 
during  the  prevdous  year  in  the  demand  and  price  for  same,  and 
the  disposal  of  this  material  could  only  be  had  by  accepting  a very 
low  figure  from  contractors.  This  year,  however,  has  seen  a slight 
improvement  in  the  situation  although  it  would  be  injudicious  to 
speculate  on  future  returns,  in  fact,  many  Authorities  have  seriously 
considered  dispensing  with  such  a service  from  a financial  point  of 
\ iew  in  spite  of  the  national  need  for  this  material. 

Hie  collection  of  kitchen  waste  for  animal  food  was  discontinued 
in  September  by  the  contractor,  owing  to  difficulties  and  stricter 
controls  being  adopted  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
regarding  the  processing  of  the  waste  for  animal  feeding  purposes. 

1 he  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  the  control  tipping  method  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  two  reser\'oirs  will  be  completely  emptied  by 
October  in  readine.ss  for  the  continuation  of  the  new  tip. 

Street  Cleaning 

During  the  year  the  services  of  the  Mechanical  Road  Sweeper 
from  the  Borough  of  Accrington  Cleansing  Dept,  were  terminated 
and  a new  scavenger  was  employed,  as  a consequence  of  which,  there 
was  a slight  saving  on  road  expenditure.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  employs  a part  time  Rodent  Operator  and  all 
complaints  are  fully  investigated.  The  rodent  control  methods  used 
by  the  Authority  are  in  accordance  with  those  recommended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  who  allow  a grant  aid  of 
50%  towards  the  net  annual  expenditure.  Systematic  inspection 
and  disinfestation  of  surface  properties  for  rats  and  mice  were 
continued  during  the  year,  and  the  bi-annual  treatment  of  the 
sewers  and  mrmholes  has  had  a considerable  effect  in  reducing 
infestations  both  in  the  sewers  and  surface  properties,  in  addition, 
the  refuse  tip  and  river  banks  have  been  treated  to  control  an\^ 
possible  infestations.  During  the  year  free  treatment  was  again 
afforded  to  dwellings. 
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Tlie  following  table  gives  a summary  of  the  work  done  through- 
out the  past  year.

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Storage  of  Petroleum  and  Calcium  Carbide 

During  the  year  the  co-operation  of  the  Lancashire  County  Fire 
Brigage  was  sought  on  the  administration  of  the  Petroleum  (Regu- 
lations) Acts  1928  and  1936,  also  the  Cellulose  Solutions  Regulations, 
1934.  All  premises  in  respect  of  which  licences  were  granted  were 
inspected  and  duly  reported  upon  by  the  District  Fire  Preventive 
Officer,  and  every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  licensees  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  above  regulations.  One  new  petroleum 
installation  was  tested  and  approved  during  the  year. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

A Standard  Deposit  Gauge  has  been  purchased  by  the  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution  throughout  the  country.  The  district  was  surveyed  by 
an  executive  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
in  connection  with  the  siting  of  this  gauge  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
the  most  likely  site  suitable  for  obtaining  specific  data,  appertaining 
to  industrial  and  domestic  pollution  of  the  area,  would  be  Wharfe 
Yard. 

The  guidance  of  the  Atmospheric  Pollution  Research  Depart- 
ment and  the  co-operation  of  many  Local  Authorities  has  resulted 
in  improved  methods  of  measurement  of  pollution  and,  in  some 
cases,  new  methods  have  been  devised.  The  results  of  the  measure- 
ments are  sent  each  month  to  the  Fuel  Research  Station  where 
they  are  statistically  analysed  and  correlated  in  a form  suitable  for 
a monthly  report  which  is  sent  to  all  co-operating  Authorities  and 
Organisations,  thus  an  overall  picture  can  be  obtained  of  the 
extent  of  atmospheric  pollution  that  is  prevalent  in  the  country, 
furthermore,  comparisons  can  be  had  of  pollution  occuring  in 
neighbouring  authorities. 

The  considered  period,  before  reliable  data  can  be  formulated 
as  to  what  degree  of  pollution  is  taking  place  in  the  district,  is 
calculated  as  being  5 years  and  there  is  still  much  to  learn  on  the 
various  factors  that  contribute  to  this  pollution. 
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By  far  the  most  common  cause  of  pollution  in  the  atmosphere 
is  “ smoke  ” produced  by  the  imperfect  combustion  of  fuels  from 
domestic  and  industrial  sources.  The  detrimental  effects  arising 
from  a smoke  laden  atmosphere  are,  an  increase  in  respiratory 
diseases,  loss  of  sunshine,  damage  to  building  fabric  and  plant  life, 
increase  laundry  expenditure,  waste  of  fuel  and  the  excessive  use 
of  artificial  light,  and  it  is  only  by  scientific  and  technical 
investigations  that  rapid  progress  can  be  made  towards  the 
abatement  of  such  pollution.
